The 1818 Flag: With the 
westward expansion of 
the United States and the 
addition of more states, 
Congress realized that 
adding stripes to the flag 
would be impractical. So, 
Congress passed the Flag 
Act in 1818, restoring the 
original 13-stripe design 
and unveiling the flag 
with additional stars on 
July 4. Five stars were 
added to represent five 
new states: Tennessee 
(1796), Ohio (1803), 
Louisiana (1812), Indiana 
(1816), and Mississippi 
(1817). The 20-star flag be- 
came the official flag on 
April 13, 1818, and it was 
the first of nine flags to 
only last about a year. 
The only President to 
serve under this flag was 
James Monroe 1817 — 
1825.

As leaders, we have an 
obligation to our team 
members, our business, our 
customers, and our owners 
to do all that we can to as- 
sure our positive working 
environment. This means 
addressing problems on a 
timely basis — and that in- 
variably means stepping up 
and having a conversa- 
tion(s) with those who may 
be the root of the problem. 

When we step up to the 
problem and the challenges 
it may involve, we are send- 
ing an important message 
to our team members, that 
we care about them and

To address a problem or 
a badly-behaved team 
member, it may mean we 
will have a conversation(s) 
that could be considered 
difficult.

conversations. 

We must understand that 
anxiety, angst, and stress 
do not come from a prob- 
lem, they come from not 
addressing the problem — 
and the problem will con- 
tinue and surely grow 
worse. 

Think of the conversa- 
tion as helpful rather than 
difficult! 

In facilitating 360 leader- 
ship assessments for senior 
executives and organiza- 
tional culture assessments 
for their teams and busi- 
nesses, I spoke with hun- 
dreds of people in business 
every year. Too often, a re- 
curring theme is that their 
manager tends to ignore a 
problem, incivility, and a 
difficult team member who 
is bad for team morale and 
teamwork. This is frustrat- 
ing for those who are dedi- 
cated and want to do great 
work, individually and as a 
team. It could well lead to 


undue stress, which has re- 
ally become an epidemic. 

Not addressing a prob- 
lem is letting our people 
down. It decreases produc- 
tivity, creativity and 
morale. It is shirking our 
responsibility as a leader! 

To illustrate this, a friend 
of mine held the number 
three position in a huge or- 
ganization, one that we all 
know. She called me, ask- 
ing if we could get together. 
The next day, over coffee, 
she said she had resigned. 
The two top executives con- 
tinued to ignore problems, 
sweeping them under the 
carpet, hoping they would 
go away, despite raised con- 
cerns. 

Even though she held a 
high position, my friend re- 
signed as she could not 
work in an environment of 
failure of responsibilities. 
Our businesses can only be 
as healthy as the top peo- 
ple. 


As leaders, we must have 
courage to come out from 
behind ourselves. We can- 
not ignore a problem by 
our seeing reality as we 
would like it to be. No, we 
must accept the true reality 
and do our best to resolve a 
problem. This is our re- 
sponsibility. 

There is an art to having 
the difficult conversations, 
and if we are going to be an 
effective leader, we must 
develop these skills. 

There are helpful books, 
numerous articles, TED 
talks and YouTube videos 
which will help prepare us 
to address rather than 
avoid conflict. I particularly 
value Susan Scott’s 
book, Fierce Conversations. 
It is a gem! 

Let’s commit to address- 
ing problems promptly. 
This is our responsibility 
as a leader.

Motor Carrier Officers 
and Troopers to 
Participate in Statewide 
Traffic Enforcement 
Operation Involving I-75 


LANSING, MICH. Begin- 
ning Sunday, Aug. 7, Michi- 
gan State Police (MSP) 
motor carrier officers and 
troopers assigned to MSP 
Motor Units will focus en- 
forcement on I-75 from the 
Michigan/Ohio state line to 
the International Bridge in 
Sault Ste. Marie in the 
Upper Peninsula. The en- 
forcement operation titled 
“Stay Alive on I-75” seeks to 
reduce traffic crashes in- 
volving commercial vehicles 
along the I-75 corridor. This 
statewide enforcement ef- 
fort runs through Aug. 13. 

During this initiative, 
motor carrier officers will 
focus on violations by com- 
mercial vehicles that are 
most likely to contribute to 
a crash, which include dis- 
tracted driving, following 
too close, improper passing, 
speeding, improper lane 
use, and slow down and 
mover over violations. The 
troopers will focus on motor 
vehicles of all types engag- 
ing in the same dangerous 
driving behaviors. 

“This enforcement effort 
is part of our commitment 
to increasing traffic safety 
and reducing crashes,” 
stated Capt. Richard 
Arnold, commander of the 
MSP Commercial Vehicle 
Enforcement Division. 
“This coordinated operation 
seeks to increase awareness 
of dangerous driving behav- 
iors through high visibility 
enforcement on the I-75 free- 
way.” 

The “Stay Alive on I-75” 
initiative is part of the 
statewide Drive Toward 
Zero Deaths traffic safety 
campaign, which is based 
on the national strategy on 
highway safety that seeks to 
reduce the number of traffic 
deaths nationwide.

Invasive Plant Harmful to Monarch Butterflies Found in Charlevoix County 


Charlevoix, MI - The Co- 
operative Invasive Species 
Management Area serving 
Charlevoix, Antrim, Kalka- 
ska, & Emmet Counties 
(CAKE CISMA) recently 
confirmed the presence of 
the invasive plant, black 
swallow-wort, in 
Charlevoix County. 

Black swallow-wort (or 
Dog Strangling-Vine) is a 
highly invasive plant origi- 
nally from southwestern 
Europe that has not previ- 
ously been found in 
Charlevoix County. Black 
Swallow-wort can have far- 
reaching negative effects 
on the animals and the en- 
vironment it invades. The 
plant's roots contain 
haemolytic glycosides, that

Black Swallow-wort is a 
highly aggressive invasive 
plant that has a well-docu- 
mented history of out-com- 
peting and displacing the 
native host of monarch but- 
terflies, common milkweed. 
The invasive plant is re- 
lated to our native milk- 
weeds and may be 
mistaken for such by 
monarch butterflies. Unfor- 
tunately, as swallow-wort is 
toxic to monarchs (as well 
as many other important 
insects), any caterpillars 
from eggs laid on these in- 
vasive plants will not sur- 
vive. Monarch butterflies 
serve a critical role in our 
environment as pollinators

CHARLEVOIX -— The 
Board of Directors of the 
Charlevoix Area Commu- 
nity Pool (CACP) is pleased 
to announce that the pool 
has received $34,200 in 
grants from local organiza- 
tions to help fund the 
$52,000 pool resurfacing 
project. The pool will be 
closed starting August 15, 
2022, for the resurfacing 
maintenance work and 
hopes to reopen by October 
1. The resurfacing project, 
which is needed every 5-8 
years, involves draining the 
pool, sanding down and re- 
pairing all surfaces, and 
then resealing the surface 
using special compounds. 
The pool will be closed for 
the entire process. 

Donations were received 
as follows: $10,000 Oleson’s 
Foundation; $10,000 The 
Charlevoix County Commu- 
nity Foundation; $9,200 
Petoskey Harbor-Springs 
Community Foundation, 
and $5,000 from the Great 
Lakes Energy People Fund. 

“We are overwhelmed by 
the wonderful generosity in 
our community,” said 
Christine Abbey, CACP 
Board President. “Our non- 
profit community pool de- 
pends on significant 
donations for capital proj- 
ects and to keep our user 
fees low. We thank these 
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generous donors for their 
support.” The CACP will 
also be losing about $1500 a 
week in user fees while the 
pool is closed, making these 
donations even more appre- 
ciated. The CACP board 
and staff hope pool patrons 
will continue their water 
exercise routines in the 
local fresh-water lakes that 
make Northern Michigan 
special. 

The CACP also received 
around $34,000 in contribu- 
tions from area businesses, 
patrons, and supporters 
who contributed to the an- 
nual pool fundraiser called 
“Aqua Magic” which was 
held on June 30. 

As an independent non- 
profit organization, the pool 
serves as a community re- 
source providing many 
types of classes and aquatic 
activities to all age groups 
from primarily Charlevoix 
and Emmet Counties. There 
is no annual membership 
fee and anyone may use the 
pool for a small fee ona 
drop-in basis. CACP pro- 
vides aquatic fitness 
classes, swim lessons, water 
safety classes, lap swim, 
and open swim times. The 
pool can be rented for par- 
ties as well. During the 
year, CACP also offers life- 
guard classes and scuba 
diving classes.

AN ORDINANCE TO DESIGNATE AN ENFORCING AGENCY TO 
DISCHARGE THE RESPONSIBILITY OF EVELINE TOWNSHIP, 
CHARLEVOIX COUNTY, MICHIGAN AND TO DESIGNATE REGULATED 
FLOOD HAZARD AREAS UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF THE STATE 
CONSTRUCTION CODE ACT, ACT NO. 230 OF THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 


1972, AS AMENDED. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF EVELINE, CHARLEVOIX COUNTY, MICHIGAN ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Agency Designated. 


Pursuant to the provisions of the state construction code, in accordance with Section 
8b(6) of Act 230, of the Public Acts of 1972, as amended, the Charlevoix County 
Building Official is hereby designated as the enforcing agency to discharge the 
responsibility of Eveline Township, Charlevoix County, Michigan under Act 230, of the 
Public Acts of 1972, as amended. Charlevoix County has assumed responsibility for 
the administration and enforcement of said Act throughout the corporate limits of 


Eveline Township. 


Section 2. Code Appendix Enforcement. 


Pursuant to the provisions of the state construction code, in accordance with Section 
8b(6) of Act 230, of the Public Acts of 1972, as amended, Appendix G of the Michigan 
Building Code shall be enforced by the Charlevoix County Building Official throughout 
the corporate limits of Eveline Township, Charlevoix County, Michigan. 


Section 3. Designation of Regulated Flood Prone Hazard Areas. 


The Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) Flood Insurance Study (FIS) 
Entitled “The Flood Insurance Study for Charlevoix County, All Jurisdictions” and dated 
September 15, 2022 and the Flood Insurance Rate Map(s) (FIRMS) panel number(s) of 
26029CIND1B, 26029CIND2B, 26029C0340C, 26029C0345D, 26029C0375D, 
26029C0525C, 26029C0530C, 26209C531C and 26029C0533C and dated September 
15, 2022 are hereby adopted by reference for the purposes of administration of the 
Michigan Construction Code, and are hereby declared to be a part of Section 1612.3 of 
the Michigan Building Code and to provide the content of the “Flood Hazards” section 


of 


Table R301.2(1) of the Michigan Residential Code. 


Section 4. Repeals. 


All ordinances inconsistent with the provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed.
